INTRODUCTION 


THE human hand has been described as the Creator’s 
masterpiece of mechanism, in its wonderful adaptation 
to the requirements of Ше; yet, strange to say, whilst 
almost every section of the human body has its medical 
specialists, there are none such for the hands as a whole. 

Medical men occasionally use the nails and fingers to 
confirm a diagnosis ; but few of them realise that the hand 
— as the direct servant of the brain—in its markings, not 
only reveals the workings of the brain and the general 
characteristics, but also the physical ailments ; further, 
any latent heart weakness is plainly and certainly dis- 
cernable in the hand. 

It cannot be denied that there is much opposition to the 
practice of Palmistry, based upon ignorance and bigotry. 
On the other hand, I dare venture to affirm that He who 
veined the leaves of trees and plants so that the skilled 
botanist could read their story from the lines in the leaves, 
has so lined the human palm that the scientist can with 
equal facility read therein the story of the human life. 

No two hands are alike, and they are so marked that 
they constitute a veritable chart of the life; all that a 
man needs to know of himself, his capabilities, his faults 
and feelings, and the probable outcome of his life, is 
therein set forth in a manner at once plain, simple and 
easy to understand. To the trained reader, the hand 
reveals the character, talents and proclivities, as well as 
indicating the most suitable career to be followed, the 
health, sickness, and important incidents of life, as they 
affect the position and welfare.

CHAPTER I 
CONSISTENCY AND FLEXIBILITY 


In all examinations, it is necessary to note both hands, 
otherwise there will be failure, due to the fact that men 
change as they grow older, and such changes will be 
marked in the right hand, unless the person under exami- 
nation is left-handed, when the change will be marked in 
the left or operative hand. It is a matter of general 
experience that the left hand describes the natural man, 
while the right hand records the changes, in a right- 
handed subject. This one item alone suffices to indicate 
whether the course of the life has been stationary, pro- 
gressive, or retrograde. * 

In this examination the first point to be noted is the 
TEXTURE OÍ the skin; this will be best ascertained by 
feeling the back of the hand, and noting its softness or 
otherwise. Texture will give a knowledge of your client's 
refinement. If it is fine, soft and delicate, it will tell ofa 
refined, sensitive nature which will mark everything he 
does—the coarse and common will repel. The coarser 
the skin the coarser the nature and qualities ; this shows a 
lack of refinement or sensibility, and often adds a tyranni- 
cal disposition. A medium development—neither fine 
nor coarse—is often met and constitutes a balance be- 
tween the two extremes. 

The next point to be noted is the CONSISTENCY of the 
hands, i.e., their softness or hardness under press re. 
This will tell the amount of energy possessed The thing 
to ascertain is the hardness, softness, flabbiness or resi- 
lience of the hand.

Where, however, 
the fingers only bend back at the first, or nail, phalanges, 
and the rest of the fingers remain normal, only mental 
flexibility will be indicated. Both hands should be noted 
as to flexibility, in order to estimate the character of the

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A hollow palm denotes misfortune, losses, misery, and a 
prospect of failure in enterprises and undertakings, as it 
occasions a serious defection of the Plain of Mars. It 
is undoubtedly an indication of ill-luck, no matter how 
favourable the rest of the hand may be—there is a want of 
forcefulness. 

This hollowness of the palm will often be found to 
incline to one or other of the lines, or portion of the hand, 
more than to another, and according to its position in 
the hand, the cause will be indicated. If falling under 
the Life Line, it will be found that domestic trouble is 
experienced. If under the Line of Saturn, disappoint- 
ment in business or the career has caused it. If under 
the Heart Line, sadness and grief through the affections 
is the cause. 

If the hollow is under an Influence Line joining the 
Line of Saturn, which with other indications point to 
marriage, then the marriage will have been a disappoint- 
ment sufficient to mar the life, or a broken engagement 
will have been experienced. 

In all cases, the consistency of the hand, whether 
flabby, soft, elastic or hard, should be noted, together 
with the character of the thumb and finger tips and the 
length and condition of the Head Line. 

THB HAND AS A WHOLE 

The appearance of the hand as a whole will show 
whether it is evenly balanced, or is heavier or lighter in 
some parts than in others. 

In this examination the Three Worlds of Palmistry 
make their appearance. These worlds are based on the 
presumption that a person is guided by mind, by the 
affairs of everyday life (the material), or by the baser and 
animal instincts (the passions). 

Taking the hand as a whole, the fingers or the upper 
portion represent mind, the middle portion of the hand 
(from the base of the fingers to a line running across 
the hand from the top of Mount Luna to Mount Venus). 
represents the material, while the base of the hand 
(from the line above described to the wrist) shows the 
lower elements. These constitute the Three Worlds of 
Palmistry. 
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Modern palmists, however, prefer to divide the fingers 
and the palm 


each into the three Kingdoms of Mind, 
Material, or Animal—this is fully described in Chapter III. 
If in the outstretched hand, the length of the fingas 
predominates, then Mind will be the ruling force. If e 
middle section is most developed then the world of busi 
ness (the Material) is prominent. Tf the lower section 
predominates, the subject lives on a low level and is 
sensual, with strong animal instincts. 1 
uming that the world of Mind is predominant, then 
the subject is fitted for study, for some mental occupation ; 
if this predominance is very marked, without anything 
to support it, then the subject will be one who lives in 1 
realm of ideas, without having sufficient of the malo 
or practical side to keep him from following ideals to the 
exclusion of the necessary practical matters. This 
explains why so many literary men, tutors and students, 
are such poor business men, and accumulate nothing. 
The middle world is the practical one, combining the 
qualities of ambition, soberness, wisdom, shrewdness, 
aggression and resiste This predominance, if in 
excess of both the upper and lower worlds, shows that 
i i р material success, is the sphere 
in which the subject operates.

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makes for success, but consistency must be considered, for 
laziness can counterbalance ability and good intentions. 

In order to secure worldly success, the Middle World 
must show good development. Mind may win renown 
and glory—but no money ; or the base qualities may be 
strong, yet not prevent financial success. Link the two 
Upper Worlds, then financial success will result from men- 
tal strength; link the two lower ones, and money can be 
made though it may be in coarse occupations. Take 
away the middle portion and you then have mental power 
combined with coarse instincts; lacking commonsense, 
such a development cannot make for success. Look to the 
balanced hand for the best results; next to the hand 
having either the Upper or Lower in combination with the 
Middle World. 

The best way to carry out this examination is to have 
both hands laid wide open, with the palms uppermost and 
the fingers straightened to their natural length. This 
will give you a full view of the hands, and you can then 
note whether the fingers are seemingly long enough to 
balance the palm, or whether they are short than the 
palm, or appear to be much longer. This will show you 
whether the hand is in perfect balance or not.

Above all, note the Head Line, as to whether it is strong, 
clear and straight, whether drooping to Luna, or if show- 
ing defects. A good clear Head line is best calculated to 
bring Short-fingered qualities to perfection. 

ey need Square tips, elastic consistency, a good 
umb, a Straight, clear Head Line, and then they are 
capable of almost any achievement.

CHAPTER IV 
THE THUMB AND NAILS 


HAVING dealt fully with the fingers, their terminations 
and qualities, the Thumb now claims attention. This is 
by far the most important member of the hand, as with- 
out it the rest would be practically useless. 

The Thumb, as in the case of the fingers, is divided into 
three phalanges, and the Three Worlds of Palmistry 
equally apply to it. These three Worlds embody three 
supremely important qualities, constituting the strongest 
moving forces in human nature, viz. :—Will power and 
determination, as shown by the first or nail phalanx, 
Reason and Logic by the second, Love and Sympathy by 
the third—or Mount of Venus as it is called. 

The special attributes of the first phalanx are will 
power, decision, and the ability to command others; 
those of the second are perception, judgment and reason- 
ing faculties; those of the third, love, sympathy, and 
passion. A combination of these three will show an 
amount of moral force without which no character is 
strong, no brilliancy of great value. 

In order to note the Thumb, have the hands held up 
with the palms towards you, so that you can see whether 
the Thumb is set high on the side of the hand, whether 
lwo, or in a medium position—the higher theThumb is set 
in the hand, the lower is the grade of intelligence, and the 
owner of it has less adaptability. If the Thumb is low 
set, the wider it will open from the side of the hand. This 
low set Thumb will indicate a nature full of the highest 
human qualities and shows generosity, a love of liberty, 
independence and a readiness to lend a helping hand to 
others. If the thumb is short, it will considerably reduce 
the good qualities of its low setting ; but this sbort low 
set thumb will not often be met with.

THE PADDLE-SHAPED THUMB :—In this thumb, which 
is often seen, the Will phalanx is broad when looked at 
from the nail side, but it is not thick throughout. It is 
not thin or flat enough to be classed as a Nervous thumb, 
It shows strong determination, which, if the development 
is excessive, will tend to tyranny and obstinacy; it is 
always a strong phalanx—even if it is deficient in length, 
the paddle shape gives it strength. This strength, how- 
ever, is not always accompanied with robust health; it 
indicates a strong mental will which, although capable of 
standing a heavy trial or strain, generally collapses when 
the strain is over. 

THE FLEXIBLE THUMB :—Bends back at the joint and 
marks one extravagant, a spendthrift, brilliant, versatile, 
sentimental, generous and sympathetic, emotional and 
extremist. Square tips, a good Head Line, and developed 
Mount of Saturn are needed to give them some necessary 
ballast. 

Tue STIFF THUMB :—This carries itself erect and close 
to the side of the hand, and indicates the possession of 
a practical turn of mind, with commonsense ; economical 
and parsimonious. Quiet, cautious, plodding, reliable, 
but of a grasping nature. In estimating the force of this 
thumb, it will be necessary to give to it, if of fine grade, 
fine-grade qualities, while a coarse stiff thumb must be 
given coarse-grade qualities. 

THE CLUBBED THUMB :—This is a thumb once seen 
never forgotten. It has a Will phalanx, thick and round, 
or broad with a short nail of coarse structure—in fact, 
the Will phalanx has the appearance of a badly shaped 
ball. Owing to its thickness, coarseness, and brutal 
obstinacy, this thumb has been called the “Murderer's 
thumb." It shows terrific obstinacy, and in a bad hand, 
an ungovernable temper. These coarse and disagreeable 
characteristics, however, may never be manifested; 
they are very dangerous possessions and are generally 
hereditary—but in all cases it is a warning of danger of 
bad temper underlying, and always indicates intense 
Obstinacy under opposition.

A flat and flabby second phalanx denotes weakness of 
constitution, and want of vitality. 

If the second phalanx is slender and round, the skin 
fine in texture, refinement in reason is indicated; the 
owner will think in a refined and delicate way. If the 
thoughts are evil, he is more to be feared from his clever- 
ness and adroitness, for he will be a crafty, fox-like 
schemer. Assuming that the thoughts are good, it is one 
of the best shapes. 

When the second phalanx is very narrow in the middle, 
or waist-shaped, it indicates a brilliant tactful nature, one 
capable and diplomatic, and if long, of great mental 
strength. 

GENERALLY :— Large thumbs strengthen smooth fin- 
gers, small thumbs increase the impulsiveness. Large 
thumbs decrease the artistic qualities of Conic and Pointed 
tips by making them more practical ; small thumbs make 
them dreamy and listless. Large thumbs drive Square 
or Spatulate tips to increased activity on practical lines ; 
Pall thumbs make these tips mere talkers, not doers. 

Large thumbs make short-fingered qualities quicker 
and more determined ; small thumbs decrease the prac- 
tical application of the qualities. Large thumbs increase 
the determination of long fingers and they fully carry out 
the details. Long fingers and small thumbs, whilst 
loving details, will not trouble to receive them. 

Hands with Smooth fingers, Conic or Pointed tips, and 
a small thumb, indicate artistic and poetic feeling. 

Large hands with Knotty joints, and Square or Spatu- 
late tips, with large thumbs, are scientific, mechanical 
and practical hands. 


THE FINGER NAILS 

A consideration of the nails is necessary, and much in- 
formation as to the general health and robustness of the 
constitution can be obtained from them. 

The nail should be smooth and pliable, but not brittle, 
and should be pink as to its colour. The fluting or 
ridging of the nail, from the top to the base, indicates 
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nervous disorder ; if serious, there will also be a brittle 
condition of the nailand a marked tendency to grow away 
from the fingers.

becomes more pronounced, the nail grows brittle and 
begins to turn back from the end and lose its shape. At 
this stage there is grave danger; the delicacy of the 
nerves becomes marked, and there may even be danger of 
paralysis. 

A NARROW NAIL shows one who does not possess 
robust health but carries on by nervous energy. Asa 
matter of fact, it is the Psychic nail, and the delicacy of the 
psychic character is present, rather than muscular health, 
such as is shown by the broad nail. The narrow nail may 
be either white, yellow, blue or pink, but never red— 
very often a blue colour will be seen at its base, denoting 
poor circulation of the blood. 

THE SHORT NAIL :—This tells of a critical turn of the 
mind, but if not very short, it will be more of the nature 
of investigation. The extremely short nail, flat, with the 
skin growing on it, shows pugnacity and an argumentative 
disposition. Add to this nail knotty fingers, a big thumb 
and hard hands, with the Mounts of Mars well developed, 
and a most pugnacious and disagreeable person will be 
the result. 

OPEN AND FRANK NAILS :— These are broad at the tip, 
curve round the finger, broadening at the base and pink 
in colour. Theyreveal a nature open and frank, to whom 
honesty of thought is natural. They are broad open- 
looking nails, and their breadth shows the broad views 
and ideas of their owners—this is especially so if they are 
pink in colour. 

SQUARE-ENDED NAILS :— These taper towards the base, 
and are often seen on long fingers—this is an indication of 
heart trouble, and these nails are found on all shapes of 
fingers or hands ; the nail is small and often of a deep blue 
colour at the base, and shows structural weakness of the 
heart. 

Busous NAIL :— This is so pronounced in its shape, 
that, once seen, it can never be forgotten, Theend of the 
finger as well as the nail has to be taken in conjunction 
with it. It may be and is seen on any tip, but whenever 
seen it will show an advanced stage of consumption or 
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tubercular trouble.

CHAPTER V 
THE MOUNTS 


THE Mounts are seven in number, and of these four are 
located at the base of the fingers, two on the side of the 
hand, on what is termed the percussion, and one at the 
base of the thumb, which properly constitutes the third 
phalanx of the thumb. These Mounts are especially 
valuable in determining the type to which a subject be- 
longs, without which the clearest and most accurate de- 
lineation cannot be given. 

Each of the fingers is named after the Mount to which it 
‚is attached, and partakes of the qualities of its particular 
Mount. As each Mount represents one of the original 
types into which the human race was divided, it is only 
from a due consideration of the development of some one 
or more of the Mounts that the type of the subject can be 
obtained. 

They vary in appearance in the hands, for in some cases 
they form little hills under the fingers, while in other 
hands they are so flat as to be almost indistinguishable 
on the palm—indeed, in some hands, where the Mounts 
should be seen, there are only depressions or hollows. The 
Mounts which are very prominent in the hand are what 
are termed Strong Mounts, those which are flat are ordi- 
nary, while in the hands where there are depressions the 
Mount qualities are wanting. 

The first aim in examining the Mounts will be to find 
which is the strongest one. Whichever it may be, it will 
show that the qualities of that Mount type are the leading 
ones. When one Mount is seen large and the others only 
normal, and on this Mount is a single deep vertical line, 
while the finger of the Mount is very long and well deve- 
loped, it will indicate one who is practically a pure speci- 
men of tbe type represented by the Mount. In order- 
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however, to judge the extent to which the qualities of 


this strong Mount will operate, the Mount must not be 
flabby and its colour should be warm. 


It is not often that a hand is

THE MOUNT OF JUPITER, - 


This Mount is situated at the base of the first or Index 
finger, to which it gives the name Jupiter, and is seen, of 
course, on both hands. The method of judging the 
Mounts, in order to determine which is the strongest, has 
already been detailed, as also the way to proceed when 
several Mounts are equally well developed. 

The Jupiterian is always ambitious and a leader amongst 
men. He is to be found in all the walks of life. He is to 
be found in politics, the army, and the church. Reli ion 
is a strong feature with the Jupiterian, but he will be 
found holding all shades of opinion, from the ultra-ortho- 
dox to a line close to scepticism—the tip of the finger of 
Jupiter will tell you to which extreme he leans. Ambi- 
tion, love of command, pride of position, religion, love of 
nature, and a love of ceremony and display, are his pre- 
dominant characteristics. The type is a good and strong 
one, but a pure Jupiterian is not frequently met with, as 
there is generally an admixture of other types. 

The pure Jupiterian is of medium height, strongly built 
and inclined to be fleshy; the skin is smooth and clear, 
generally fine in texture, healthy-looking and pink in 
colour ; the eyes large and expressive, particularly when 
under emotion. The nose is straight, well formed, tending 
to be large and often Roman in shape, the mouth large, 
with lips full and red. The cheeks are well rounded and 
full, the chin long and firm and with a dimple at the 
point ; the hair is usually brown, often running to chest- 
nut. The constitution is strong and vigorous. 

The personality of the Jupiterian is well calculated to 
command followers, and he is not without a good measure 
of vanity in his composition, but he is always kind- 
hearted and sympathetic, as well as generous. Always 
dashing and extravagant. Power and rule mean far more 
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and though through his enterprises he 
may make large amounts, he does not hoard.

If it is only long but not thick, it will indicate that the 
qualities of the lower world are normal in their influence, 
assisting and supporting the upper phalanges. If the 
length of this third phalange should exceed the other two, 
it would indicate that ambition and desire to rule would 
be sordid, and would operate in a manner not always 
refined. The whole nature would be coarse, but sen- 
sualism would not be present as the phalanx is not thick ; 
if long and thick, then gluttony must be added, with a 
corresponding liability to the health troubles of the type, 
especially apoplexy. In the long and waist-like third 
phalanx we have the gluttony absent; the aims and 
ideals of the subject will be of a higher nature ; with this 
waist-like phalanx the gluttony common to Jupiterians 
will be absent, and the usual health difficulties will also 
be absent—the health troubles likely to arise will be from 
the lungs and throat, or nervousness. 

A Cross on the Mount is commonly held to indicate a 
happy marriage, and if there is also a Star on the Mount a 
brilliant alliance. In practice, however, I have but once 
been able to verify this as correct. In my opinion the 
Star really indicates gratified ambition in some direction— 
which may, or may not be marriage. 

In dealing with the Mount of Jupiter, and in fact with 
all the finger Mounts, the general chierognomatic charac- 
teristics of the respective fingers and their qualities must 
be applied, as affecting the operations of the Mount. 


THE MOUNT OF SATURN 


This Mount is situated at the base of the second finger. 
The higher this Mount is developed and the longer and 
larger the finger, the more clearly pronounced is the 
of the subject.

MOUNT LUNA 


The qualities of this Mount are to a greater or lesser 
degree found in nearly all subjects; but it is not often 
Seen in its fullest development, and its strength must be 
judged by its curve outwardly, on the percussion of the 
hand, and the size of the pad it forms ón the palm. If it 
forms a well-defined bulge on the percussion, it must be 
considered as being well developed. If it is also thick, and 
forms a large pad on the palm, then it must be considered 
as very strongly developed ; while if the bulge is very large, 
and the pad in the palm equally marked, then the develop- 
ment will be excessive, 

When considering this Mount, it must be borne in mind 
that Vertical lines add to the strength of the Mount, while 
Horizontal lines indicate defects.

The Lunarian is often peculiar, especially where the 
Mount is well developed ; being influenced by the imagi- 
nation, he becomes dreamy, builds castles in the air, con- 
lceives great enterprises of no practical utility. Often 
imagines he is ill, is fickle, changeable and restless, hence 
he frequently becomes a great traveller. The more the 
Mount is lined, the more restless he becomes. He isa 
great believer in the superstitious, in signs and omens 
which influence him greatly. He loves music and prefers 
the classical ; is often a composer, or if the type is mental, 
he becomes a writer of fiction or romance, some even of 
history—but he will be much aided by the possession of a 
ong finger of Mercury, with the first phalanxe long, and the 
qualities of the conic, spatulate or square tip. He is very 
fond of the water and makes a good sailor; he is never 
generous—is lacking in self-confidence, energy and perse- 
verance, and is usually unsuccessful in business. 

Fortunately the pure Lunarian is not often met—other- 
Wise there would be a need for more lunatic asylums ; 
but the development of the Mount must be very excessive 
before attributing such a result to your subject. 

This type is subject to many health troubles; he is 
Prediposed to gout and rheumatism, and intestinal 
troubles of all descriptions—in my experience I have 
found that intestinal disorder for any type is shown on the 
Upper part of this Mount by dots, islands, cross-bars or 
Similar defective markings ; when such are seen the Life 
Line should be examined closely for defects. Hair lines 
May often be seen running from such markings on the

In 
the case of female weakness being indicated, there is 
usually a Star on the Line of Mercury at the point where 
it crosses the Head Line. When such is seen, it is a 
serious indication, for its presence is indicative of sterility, 
and serves to explain why apparently healthy women are 
childless. 

Bear in mind that these defective markings are not 
restricted in their indications to ‘pure Lunarians; they 
will be found in all types, but in the hand of a Lunarian, 
who is peculiarly liable to such troubles, the effect of the 
defective marking is accentuated. 

The Lunarian, as in all other types, has a bad as well as 
a good side, and when the bad side is developed, you will 
have a person who is talkative, and who, by excess of 
imagination, will deceive himself and others. He is 
mean, cowardly, selfish, insolent, deceitful, slanderous, 
and by no means an agreeable or pleasant companion. 

In all cases of a strongly developed Mount of Luna, the 
qualities indicated by the other parts of the hand will 
exercise a strong influence ; particularly the texture of the 
skin, as this will indicate the amount of fineness or 
coarseness to be taken into account. The medium tex- 
ture best suits the Lunarian, as it tells of energy and 
practical ideas—the Consistency of the hand must be 
noted and its flexibility, so that you can add the varied 
characteristics thereto pertaining. 

The pure Lunarian ranges from the highly gifted to the 
insane, and all the Stages are indicated by the size, charac- 
ter, and markings of the Mount. In the absence of the 
Mount, you would have dense materialism. You will not 
find many typical Lunarians, but you may confidently 


срео to discover а measure of Lunarian qualities in most 
subjects. 


THE MOUNT OF VENUS 


The Venusian type is the pleasantest to meet, bein 
healthy, happy, musical and joyous, and though, at times, 
it may descend in morality, it is always attractive and 
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agreeable. It is a type which needs to be handled 
carefully if you are to estimate it correctly; otherwise 
serious mistakes in character may be made, and low 
desires and practices attributed to one whose domain in 
life may belong to the elevated Venusian type. 

The Mount stands for love, sympathy and generosity ; 
the type is a good one, as one of its best qualifications is 
to be found in its attractiveness. It is a healthy type 
and a handsome one, as well as being essentially a femi- 
nine one, and is beset by many temptations from its 
attractiveness to the opposite sex. A good Head Line 
and a strong Thumb are necessary to restrain the inclina- 
tions and the passions. 

A strong Mount of Venus in a woman’s hand will not 
tend to profligacy as a Mount of the same strength would 
in a man’s hand. In a man’s hand, a strong Mount of 
Venus makes him either effeminate in his characteristics, 
or else fiery and heated in his passions. In conjunction 
with a hard hand, the desires will be indulged to a far 
greater extent than in the case of a woman with the same 
degree of development. 

If the Mount is full and smooth, there will be a strong 
love of all Venusian things ; but this will not be in excess 
as would be the case if the Mount was grilled. Smooth 
Mounts, not large, indicate a love of flowers, music 

ancing, paintings, colour, and so on, but not strong 
Sexual passion. If on the Mount the cross-lines constitu- 
ting the grille are deep and red, it will add to the danger 
of the Mount. 

The Venusians are honest and truthful—they are not 
Schemers for money-making and are not given to petti- 
fogging cheating in business. Music always appeals 
powerfully to them, and wherever a well developed Mount 
is possessed, there will be found a love of music and par- 
ticularly of melody. If Mount Luna is equally developed, 
it will add to the musical taste of the subject. 

Venusians always marry and generally atan early age; 
to them the Martian strength and vigour is an attraction. 
Good health is their normal condition ; there are no recog- 
nised chronic ailments peculiar to the type, hence the 
diseases that a Venusian may have must be looked for 
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on the other Mounts, and not on the Mount of Venus 
itself. ү 
Bad Venusians there are, and they may be recognised 
by the hand being very thick, especially the base of the 
hand and the third phalanges of the fingers, the Mount of 
Venus being large, red and hard ; with the fingers smooth, 
short, and the first phalanges also short, we have mere 
animals, who find their Pleasures only in pandering 
to their animal passions. T 
In considering the extent and power of the qualities 
of the Mount, and their effect upon the subject, the exami- 
nation must be close and minute as to texture of the skin, 
the consistency of the hands, the tips of the fingers, 
whether long or Short, knotty or smooth, the strength or 
otherwise of the Thumb and Head Line, and the colour of 
the hands—all should be brought into consideration. 
The other Mounts must also be considered in order to 
ascertain which type is Secondary to it, for whatever such 


type may be, it must be considered as a driving power to 
the Venusian.

GENERAL MOUNT INDICATIONS 


Each Mount has its good and its bad side—a strong 
and a weak side. Well developed and well placed, it 
shows the good side ; grilled and cross-lined or with cross- 
bars, islands and crosses, the defects are uppermost. 

In some hands the Mounts may be seen all equally 
developed. This will indicate a well-balanced character, 
and a general supply of qualities derived from all the 
types. Such subjects will be even-tempered, broad in 
their views and amenable to reason. If two Mounts 
only are developed, the subject will be a combination of 
the two. In this case if one Mount has a good vertical 
line, or is harder or redder in colour, then this Mount will 
be the stronger of the two. 

If unable, by this method, to ascertain which is the 
leading type, then note the fingers carefully—for the 
Mount with the strongest finger will lead. 

In all cases the character of the fingers, whether long 
or short, smooth or knotty, and the class of the tip, must 
be applied in connection with the Mount qualities and the 
diseases incidental thereto. But in a search for defects, 
the nails must be noted, as they disclose defects of health 
and character. 

On many hands it will be found that the Mounts bear 
divers markings, all bearing on the health or character 
of the subject. For the benefit of my readers I give the 
following indications of such signs and the health defects 
of the particular Type. : Ç 
Jupiter :—The Star, Circle, Triangle, Square, Trident and 

Single Vertical line add strength to the Mount; 
whilst the Grille, Cross-bar, Island, Horizontal line, 
Dot or Cross indicate defects of health or character, 
which the Main lines, Colour, and so on, will deter- 
mine. The Signs may be single or in combination. 

Health troubles peculiar to the Type include over-

CHAPTER VI 
THE CHARACTERISTICS OF LINES 


WHEN examining the Lines of the Hand, the first im- 


Portant point to notice is the Character, i.e. their clear- 


lines are the best, for every ob- 
struction or defect is inimical. 
ted whether any one line is deeper or 
shallower than another, is more defective or differs in its 
character from the other lines in the hand. If the lines, 
in general, are of the same size and character, but one 
particular line 1s much deeper, clearer or better coloured, 
then the thing which this deep line indicates is the strongest. 
If the lines are broad and shallow, they are weak ones, 
and will show weakness, vacillation and general dis- 
couragement. Lines that are deep, well cut in the hand, 
and well coloured, without being crossed or otherwise 
defective, show vigour and strength, steadiness of purpose, 
evenness of temper, and make for general success. Де кы 
АП the changes, obstructions and defects occurring 
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lines have special names, and these I will consider sepa- 
rately. 

THE UNEVEN LINE :—This line may seem clear, but a 
close examination will show it to be deeper in some parts 
than in others. In parts, it will be thin, though at other 


ties of this uneven line. 

The above indications are applicable to all the lines and 
not any particular line. 

.TRE SPLIT LINE :—Fine lines branching from the main 
Lines or Split lines are often seen, and though at times 
they may run nearly parallel to the line from which they 
have split, they must not be mistaken for Sister Lines 
as these latter are entirely separate and distinct lines. Nor 
must they be accounted Islands, as they do not rejoin 
it. In general, these Split 
during its continuance. 


The Split line will tell of Many events, from a mere 
defect to a total change of life of the subject, and as such 
they merit close examination, 

Tue ISLAND :—This sign starts as a Split line, but 
after running a greater or Jess distance from the line from 
which it split, it turns back and rejoins its original line, 
thus forming a distinct loop to the line. Its size and 
length varies, but it is always a defect, and the extent of 
the island indicates the measure of its obstruction or dura- 
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tion, while from the point at which it is seen on the line, 
the age at which this weakening occurs can be read. 

Breaks :—Are frequently seen, and always indicate a 
defect, but the kind of break will make a great difference 
as to its outcome. The wider the break the more serious 
it is. Broken lines may be repaired by the broken ends 
overlapping each other, or by a small cross line uniting 
them, by sister lines, or by a square enclosing the broken 
ends. Always a danger, they must be regarded seriously 
and from their size or the repair signs present, the out- 
come and effect must be estimated. j 


UNEVEN LINES REPAIR SIGNS 


One of the worst forms to be met is when the end of the 
line turns back after a break, especially if on the Life 
line; obviously this lessens the chance of repair, and it 
will generally result in disaster. Every turned-back line 
is a serious check, either to life, health, or career, accord

THE SQUARE :—Is an individual sign, and with but one 
exception always а good опе.

AGE ON THE LINES 


When reading hands, I have always made a practice of 
asking the age of the subject, so as to enable me the more 
readily to distinguish the past from the present or future. 
The age given may not always be the correct one, but 
apart from a capability to read age from the physical indi- 


to come down to the month in which any even 
happened or may happen; the utmost that can be done 
is to fix the year, and to do that successfully requires a 
good deal of practice in reading age dates from the lines. 

There are some Palmists who, in dealing with matri- 


monial questions, profess to be able to discern initials of 
names in the hands, others who can tell the subject's 
if pressed, would 


lucky day ; doubtless the same Palmists, i 
venture to state what one would have for dinner on the 
Morrow. Anyhow they could do the one thing as easily as 
they could the other—but from the hand, it is utterly 
Impossible. 

In my method of reading the age of any past, present or 
future event, I have gone on the presumption that the 
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average length of the life is seventy years, and I make my 
calculations as to date from the lines. After many years 
of experience and daily Practice, I can see no occasion for 
alteration—the diagrams herewith are sufficiently explicit 


and speak for themselves ; the principle is applicable to all 
hands, long or short. 


TIME ON THE LIFE LINE 


It should be noted th

fixings. The one and only essential to accuracy is 
Practice, practice, and it requires a large amount of expert-

The Broad and Shallow Line shows one who is not reso- 
lute, firm and courageous, but who is undetermined, 
vacillating, uncertain, wanting in self-reliance and with 
poor self-control, little concentration and a poor memory— 
but, as in the case of the deep and thin lines, both hands 
must be examined. 

The main defects to be seen on the Head line are uneven 
lines, Splits, Cross-bars, Islands, Dots and Breaks, and 
chained lines, 

The Chained Line is a bad indication, and tells of one 
weak, vacillating, timid, sensitive and changeable—the 
memory is poor, judgment bad, and headaches will be 
frequent ; the ideas are impractical and in speculative 
matters not to be trusted. If the line is only partially 
chained, the above condition will apply to the period of 
the coating only, but both hands must be examined.

connecting bars or squares. Should, however, the end of 
the broken line turn towards any Mount, then read it as 
in the case of a split line running to a Mount. Wherever 
the broken end goes, it will show the force which produced 
the break—be sure to notice the character of the line after 
the break. 

‚STARS on the line are always a danger, and often in- 
dicate an operation, the nature of which will be found in 
other parts of the hand. In many cases a chance line 
from the Star will run to some indication as to the nature 
of the trouble. Crosses also are dangerous, and if large 
and deep may be counted nearly as serious as a Star. 

The Head line is undoubtedly a very important line 
and constitutes the window of the mind, but in the reading 
of it the character of the Thumb must be taken into ac- 
count. 

_ It is absolutely essential to examine both hands, as the 
line will be found to be vastly different in many hands, and 
for every such divergence there is a reason. I have seen 
in the left hand of a subject the Head line drooping very 
low on Mount Luna, showing that imagination, the love 
of romance, and hopefulness were strong. In the right 
hand the Head line showed with a deflection downwards 
from twenty-five years of age to thirty-five, and then the 
line went straight across the palm to the percussion.

end at a certain age, fora strong will or vigorous brain can 
often wrest life from death. 


There will arise in some hands a difficulty in distinguish- 
ing the Life line from the Line of Saturn (Fate line), or 
from the Line of Mars ; or even from the Strong Таис 
lines which are found inšide the Life line. As a gener i 
guide, the Life line should enclose Mount Venus, and no 
run on top of it. 

The Line usually rises at the side of the hand under 
Mount Jupiter, for this is its normal source and marks the 
start of the life, At times, however, it may be seen О 
rise upon Mount Jupiter; this will indicate that the life 
will be a most ambitious one, filled with desire for success, 
wealth or fame, and that the subject will take every oppor- 
tunity to form the acquaintance of people of note.

Palmist, I have found that a Ee consider iion of the 


a absolutely necessary to com- 
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Life line alone, will enable me to give a good general and 
accurate summary of the life of a subject. From its 
varied characteristics the line will tell of many incidents 
regarding the affections, periods of dissatisfaction and 
gloom, as well as hope, success and health, and from the 
Chance lines running from it the causes thereof. It is 
used also, by many Palmists, as the one line from which to 
calculate ages ; but this is incorrect, as the age at the hap- 
pening of events can just as easily beread on the other lines. 

There is, however, one age which neither the hands 
nor the lines can supply—the age of the subject. This 
must either be obtained direct from the subject, or guessed. 
. In order to appreciate fully the value of the Life line, it 
is essential that the Character of the line should be studied 
closely—if the line is deep and well-cut and free from 
defects, the subject will be strong, vigorous and full of 
vitality, will resist disease and have few illnesses. 

The deepest lines are seen in the hands of those having 
the least sensitive nerves, and consequently the fewest 
lines. If the line is long, as well as deep-cut and clear, the 
vitality and robustness will continue during the entire 
life, Unfortunately there are few such to be seen, as the 
Majority of Life lines grow thin towards the end, thus 
marking the natural fading of the life force. N 

A Narrow and Thin Line will tell of less vitality, less 
Tesistive power against illness, and a greater liability 
to go under in health troubles. Should this line be thin, 
while all the other lines in the hand are deep and well-cut, 
the subject will be continually over-strained to the detri- 


ment of the health. 
A line that is broad and shallow tells of an utter lack 


of vitality ; those possessed of such a line become very 
€asy victims to all sorts of health troubles ; their constitu- 
tions are weak, and there is an absence of energy and push.

In 
some cases, especially with very nervous persons, the Line 
is often crossed by a number of minute fine lines which do 
not actually cut the line. These fine lines show a person 
Who worries as the result of an intensely nervous condi- 
tion; such a subject is very liable to small illnesses. 

If there are fine Cross-bars on the line, they will show 
as many illnesses of a minor nature as there are Cross- 
bars. On the other hand, if the Cross-bars are deep, and 
actually cut the line, they will indicate severe illness.

Dors аге not often seen оп the line, but they indicate 
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acute illness or accidents, and if the latter, there is often 
a Star under or in the vicinity of the Headline. The Dots 
vary in size from a barely noticeable pin-point to a hole 
large enough to destroy the line. They are of all colours, 
and they must be estimated in their effects by their size 
and colour. 

White Dots are practically harmless; Red Dots indi- 
cate febrile tendencies, while the deeper the dot and colour 
the more certain the reading. They are, in all cases, use- 
ful as a means of locating a period of special import in the 
life of the subject, and will as a rule precede Islands, 
Chains, and other defects, thereby showing the severity of 
the illness.. A Dot on the line, followed by an Island 
and a chained line, and having a fine Chance line running 
to a Dot, small Island, Cross or Star on the Head line, will 
tell you of an attack of brain fever which undermined the 
health. If a Dot on the line is connected by a fine line 
to a Cross on the Mount of Saturn, it will indicate. an 
accident. ; 

BREAKS in the line are often seen, and vary in their 
seriousness according to the character of the line, the 
width of the break, and how it is repaired. Thus a break 
in a deep strong line would be far less serious than one 
Occurring in a broad and shallow or a chained one. ` 

All breaks in the line are important, as they indicate 
changes in the aspect of the life, as well as being checks or 
impediments to the health—as a rule from illness or acei- 
dent. The character of the line before and after the 
break must be considered, for if in the earlier years the 
line runs close to the Thumb and then a distinct break is 
seen when the line widens out, deep and well-cut, into the 
hand, it will show that at the age о 
in the line, the life (which hitherto had been monotonous 
and devoid of natural enjoyment) suddenly expanded and 
became fuller and happier. In such a case, the fine line 
connecting the two portions of the line removes the change 
from the category of an actual break.

, It is always wiser to assume that the Life line shows the 
Inherited physical constitution; its termination on the 
hand indicates, therefore, the length of life, say, from the 
Point of view of an Insurance Company. But illness or 
accident may shorten the life, just as vitality and mental 
vigour can and does lengthen it. 


THE LINE OF SATURN 


COMMONLY KNOWN AS THE FATE LINE 


This line indicates the natural kind of career of the 
Subject, and whether it will be successful, settled, or vary- 
ng and changeable. It is not often absent, but when this 

appens, it does not indicate a purely negative existence.

This line is subject to variations as to its Character, 
for unless it is as deep as the other lines in the hand, the 
indications of the line will be out of their proper propor- 
tions, and it will not operate so well as if it balanced with 
the other lines. If it is very deep and well-cut, the sub- 
Ject will possess good capabilities, the right use of which 
will undoubtedly bring success. If this deep line extends 
to he Mount, then the favourable conditions will continue 
during the life.

Commencing deep and clear, at the base of the hand, 
and reaching to the Mount, it will tell of a prosperous 
Career; particularly so if there are a number of fine hair- 
like lines rising upward from it, giving it added strength. 
But downward lines will detract from its success, and wi 
tell of discouragements which will affect the prosperity. 

Should this deep line stop at the Head line, the career 
of the subject will meet a serious check, either from an 
error of judgment or misfortune. I have, however, often 
seen a good line of Saturn thus stopped, but starting again 
from another point in the Head line—indicating that a 
new career had been started. The good or poor condi- 
tion of the new line will indicate the success, but, in any 
case, the stoppage must be serious, owing to the later age 
at which the new line commences. 

‚ This line is subject to many difficulties in its course, as 
it will often be seen that many little lines from Mounts 
Venus and Luna cross the hand and join themselves to the 
line of Saturn Though no more than worry lines, they 
are apt to impede the career, especially so with nervous 


persons whose hands are much rayed and lined. Each of 


these lines will in some way affect the career, sometimes 

beneficially, but more often to its detriment.

As a general rule, the Line of Saturn always ends on the 
Mount of Saturn; but there is one exception to this—it 
may end on Mount Jupiter, in which case success will be 
attained through ambition. Lines are often seen branch- 
ing from the Line of Saturn, and running to one or other 
of the Mounts. In such cases, the qualities of t he parti- 
cular Mount will, if the Line of Saturn contin ues good, 
benefit the career. Thus if such a branch ends in Apollo, 
success in art, business, or even the stage may be expected; 
while should this line extend to Mount Mercury, it will 
add shrewdriess, business capability, and give a scientific 
turn to the mind. 

Whenever the condition or character of the line shows

Many Palmists, when they see the strong clear line, 
Apollo, predict unfail; 
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tency, and a defective Head line would operate seriously 
and prejudice the line. You will not find many hands 
with a really good clear line of Apollo marked thereon ; 
but whenever it is seen, it is of value, other things being 
equal. In all cases, note the Three Worlds of Palmistry, 
to determine its application and the tenor of its operation. 

The Character of the line, its clearness, depth and even- 
ness, will indicate its intensity and the power of the 
qualities it possesses. The best line is that which is 
clear, deep, even, well-cut, and without other defects. 

A Broad and Shallow line will show that little Apol- 
lonian power is present. The subject will be one who will 
like pretty things, but with a coarse hand, the inclination 
will be for gaudy and showy things. If, however, the 
hand is refined, the subject will always dress tastefully, 
having an eye to the harmony of colourings. 

A Chained line is a very undesirable one, as its possessor

If with a Dot, the line is 
broken or otherwise defective on the Mount of Mercury, 
you will know that a severe attack of bilious or gastric 
fever has occurred at the age at which the Dot is seen on 
the line. This method of examination should be observed 
as to the other lines and Mounts, whenever Dots are seen 
on the line. 5 

Cross-bars may be seen cutting the line, evidencing ill- 
ness at the age at which they are seen. The extent to 
which they cut the line will show the severity of the attack 
— the nature of the illness being indicated on the other 
lines or Mounts. In all cases of variation in this line, or 
any defect in it, the Head line shouid be examined. 

Islands are frequently seen on the line; as in the case 
of the Line of Life, they indicate delicacy of the health 
during the period for which it is present. The cause can 
be located in the usual way. It must, however, be noted 
that the detrimental effects of an Island on the line are not 
always confined to stomach or liver disorders, but will 
apply equally to other illnesses. Should the line be found 
to be Islanded throughout its whole course, or showing 
two or more fair-sized Islarids, it will indicate that the 
throat and lungs are delicate.

Should the line of Life be marked by defects, 
with the line of Mars present, the person will be subject 
to delicacy, but there will be an underlying strength 
which will operate to prevent serious trouble being experi- 
enced. This added vitality will, if the line extends the 
full length of the line of Life, continue throughout the 
life; but if only existing during a portion of the line of 
Life, its influence will be marked for the period indicated 

Lines rising from the line of Mars, if crossing the line 
of Life, indicate a tendency to rise in life, due to increased 
physical ardour. If such a rising line reaches to and 
Merges into the line of Head, it will occasion increased 
mental force as an additional aid to success—a similar 
result will accrue should such rising line merge in the line 
of Saturn. 

Tt is essential, with this line present, to note carefull 
the type of the subject and the general character of the 
hand, for if the hand is sensual, the line of Life strong, dee 
and clear, with Mount Venus large, then (with the line ui 
Mars clear) you will have one who will be prone to exces- 
sive indulgence of the sexual appetites, which will need 
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an unusually deep and clear line of Head and a strong 
Thumb to restrain. With such a hand, if a line from the 
line of Mars runs to and cuts the line of Apollo, or the 
line of Saturn, it will indicate that such excessive indul- 
gence has interfered with the career. If the line of Apollo 
terminates in a Dot, Bar or Cross, then the subject. 
also suffer a loss of reputation. If such rising line, in such 
a hand, cuts a line of affection, then the domestic life 
of the subject will be ruined by excess. 

I have seen instances where a line of Mars has run well 
down towards the base of the hand, then has taken a turn, 
and, cutting through the line of Life, ran across the hand 
and terminated upon the Mount of Luna. This indicates 
such an excess of vitality that the usual length of the life 
does not afford sufficient scope for its expenditure, so an 
outlet is found in other directions—often in drunkenness 
and debauchery, with great restlessness. In others, the 
excess of energy will find an outlet in travel and licen- 
tiousness. If the line ends in a dot, star, cross or bar, the 
subject, after a life of excess, will die suddenly ; but with 
a star at the termination of the Head line, loss of reason 
will result. 

The line of Mars in itself is a good indication, but there 
is always a measure of danger of excess, unless other 
indications to balance it are present. In a good hand, 
its presence adds power and ability to achieve success, 
though it tends to produce hastiness of temper and excit- 
ability.

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THE RING OF SATURN ax 

This sign varies in its appearance, sometimes rising 
between the fingers of Jupiter and Saturn, forming a com- 
plete circle, and terminating between the fingers of Saturn 
and Apollo; in many hands it is composed of two lines, 
which cross each other on Mount Saturn. Litt: 

It is an unfavourable marking, inasmuch as it indicates 
a disposition to change from one occupation to another, 
Without remaining at one thing long enough to ensure any 
Success. There will be a want of continuity of purpose, 
and 2 consequent failure to achieve success. Cutting 
the Mount of Saturn, it operates as an actual defect. 

If the Ring is broken, so that it does not completely 
encircle the Mount, the effect is less Serious. In any and 
every case, the Ring must be read as a warning of danger; 
to overcome the vacillation and changeableness, and to 
lessen the operation of this Sign, a strong will and a good 
line of Head are essential. 

The Sign fortunately is not often seen in the hand—but 


when present it will account for many defects in the lines 
of Saturn and Apollo.

9 determine the age at which such an affection occurs 
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the space between the Heart line and the top of Mount 
Mercury must be divided into the average years of life, 
Thus, the middle of Mount Mercury would indicate 
thirty-six years, while the top of the Mount would be 
about seventy yeàrs, taking the Heart line as the starting 
point—this method of determining the age I have always 
found reliable. The length and depth of the lines show 
the strength and duration of the affection. 

If many lines of Affection are seen on the hand, it will 
indicate that the subject is very susceptible in affairs of 
the heart—in fact, very much of a flirt. In such cases, 
the strength of the affection will be indicated by the 
strength or weakness of the lines. 

When the lines of Affection are thinner than the other 
lines in the hand, it will indicate that the subjects have 
no really strong affection and aré undemonstrative in 
their affections. Should the line start deep and strong 
and then grow thi. and weak, the affection will weaken. 

These lines, as is the case with the other lines in the 
hand, are subject to obstacles. Thus, a Cross on a line of 
Affection will indicate a serious obstacle to the affections, 
while a Star will tell of a total breach. A Break will show 
an interference in the course of the affection ; a Fork at 
the end of the line will tell of separation, and, with 
other indications, of divorce. 

A branching or turning of the line of Affection towards 
the Heart line, will indicate the death of the person loved, 
and often from the point where the line of Affection 
touches the Heart line, a fine line will run to a point in 
the Life line, which will indicate the date when such an 
event will happen. Drooping branches from the line of 
Affection will indicate much sorrow and disappointment 
in married ре "Meer 

Too much care cannot be taken in deali i 
lines of Affection ; itis essential to take УРАА 

the indications of marriage to be found in other parts of 
the hand. The lines of Life and Saturn will generally 
afford a more reliable ground for predicting marriage. 
Often the Life line will show a break and a change in the 
line, when the character of the line after the break will 
show whether such change has been or will be beneficial 
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or otherwise. In addition, it frequently occurs that a 
new line of influence starts from such a break and runs 
inside the Life line and close to it. If such an influence 
line, after running for a space close to the Life line, widens 
out from it, it will tell of a want of sympathy or closeness 
on the part of the influence. 

As regards the indications of marriage on the Line of 
Saturn, they will be found in lines from Mount Luna 
joining the line of Saturn, which invariably indicate an 
influence joining the life—the subsequent character of the 
line of Saturn will show the purpose of the influence on 
the life. Lines from Mount Luna coming to but not 
joining the line of Saturn, will be but transient influences— 
but should the line cross the line of Saturn, it will tell of 
an influence crossing the life. If at the point of crossing, 
a hollow is shown on the hand, a disappointment will 
have been experienced ; following this hollow, the line of 
Saturn will often be defective for a period. 

SicNs oF WIDOWHOOD. A break in the line of Affec- 
tion indicates the sudden death of the partner ; when the 
line of Affection, after going straight for a time and with- 
out breaking, turns down to and touches the Heart line ; 
when the line of Affection is cut at its termination by 
another line; by the line of Affection terminating in a 
Star on Mount Mercury. As to whether these signs 
relate to a past or future event, the age at which the event 
is noted should be ascertained, while the lines of Life 
Heart, and Saturn should be examined for indications of 
change or shock at the age corresponding with that of the 
sign on the marriage line. k 

PHYSICAL INCAPACITY is often indicated by the line 
of Life lying very close on Mount Venus. The lines of 
Head and Mercury being joined together by a Star wih 
in addition constitute a strong indication of sterility. 
A Cross on the third phalange of a woman’s hand is often 
an indication of sterility. In addition to these I have 
found that when evidence of female weakness is to be 
seen on Lower Mount Luna, or on the line of Mercury, 
together with an upward rising of the centre of the First 
Rascette (or bracelet), there is likely to be sterility. As 
a pre-marital indication this should be valuable. 
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THE RASCETTES 

The Rascettes or Bracelets are the lines which cross the 
wrist. In many hands there are three, but in others there 
may be only two and in some but one. Beyond the first 
one I have found them of little use. 

In my experience I have not found them useful as ап 
indication of longevity, hence the old-time tradition О 
ascribing thirty years of life for each of the Rascettes 15 
fallacious. I have seen subjects over eighty years ° 
age with only two Rascettes, while I have known © 
others with three well-formed and clear lines who died 
young. 

The first Rascette, if deep and clear, will add confirma- 
tion to other indications in the hand of the possession 
of a strong constitution ; doubtless it will add strength 
to a long, clear and deep Life line. Should, however, the 
Rascette be poorly marked, be broad and shallow or 
chained, the contitution will be weak. These Rascettes 
should be considered with the Life line. The rising ° 
the centre of the first Rascette towards the palm I have 
already instanced as a pre-marital indication, in part, 
of sterility. 

Long branches from the Rascette, rising high into 
the Mount of Luna, are known as travel lines, and are 
read to indicate voyages; should such a line run to the 
Mount of Jupiter, the voyage will be a long and happy 
one. A Star at the termination of a voyage line is usually 
read as death by drowning. 

These lines are found marked with similar defects as the 
other lines, and this indicates troubles en route. 

In addition to these indications of travel I have invari- 
ably found that when the Life line sweeps out in the hand 
towards the Mount of Luna, the subject either has or will 
spend some years in another and generally distant coun- ` 
try. If such a Life line should be long, reaching nearly to 
the centre of the Rascette, the change will result in 
lengthening materially the duration of the life. 

A straight line from the Rascette to Mount Mercury 
jndicates a sudden and unexpected increase of the finances; 
a similar line rising to and joining the line of Saturn will 
indicate the return of a friend from across the water. 
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THE QUADRANGLE 


This is the space lying between the lines of Heart and 
Head; it reaches across the hand from between the 
fingers of Jupiter and Saturn to the Mount of Luna. It 
should be fairly wide at both ends, but not too narrow in 
the centre, and also clear of lines other than the lines of 
Saturn, Apollo and Mercury. It will then indicate one 
who is, other things being equal, faithful, loyal, and of an 
equable temperament. When too narrow in the centre, it 
will tell of one capable of being unjust and often avari- 
cious. Should the Quadrangle be narrow under Mount 
Mercury, it will indicate one who is unduly anxious in 
respect to his reputation. 

When too wide throughout, it will tell of folly and impru- 
dence, notwithstanding any indications of prudence in 
other parts of the hand. Should the Quadrangle be 
much lined with fine lines, it will tell of nervous irrita- 

ility. 

The “Croix Mystique,” if present, will usually be found 
under or near the finger of Saturn, in which position, if 
well and clearly defined, it will indicate a capability for 
the occult. Badly formed, it is an indication of misfor- 
tune. Sometimes a well-formed Star may be seen in the 
Quadrangle, and it is an indication of trustworthiness ; 
its fortunate possessors usually attain to financial suceess 
by merit. 

CHANCE LINES. In many hands a large number of 
lines are found crossing the palms in every direction ; 
these consist of Chance lines and Worry lines of all des- 
criptions, and every line which is not one of the main or 
minor lines will belong to this class of line. 

Hands thus crossed with a multiplicity of lines belong 
to persons who are extremely nervous, and given to enter- 
taining emotions and ideas of all kinds. These lines, 
however, are not of much value, unless they occasion 
defects in the Main lines of the hand—in general, they 
are best regarded as merely indicating extreme nervous- 
ness. 

Some of these chance lines will be seen to begin on one 
Mount and terminate on another, showing some con- 
nection between the respective qualities of the Mounts Н 
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these will have a definite, and often an important means 

Occasionally they may start from a Main or a Мо 
пе апа terminate on a Mount, or another Main or Мо 
line. Thus from ап Affection line which slopes towari > 
the Heart line, a fine Chance line may often be seen гиа 
ning across the palm to the Life line, and indicating © 
death of the marriage partner at the time or age at whic 
it touches the Life line. A 

Chance lines from the percussion across Mount Ense 
will tell of health trouble peculiar to the portion of t í 
Mount from which they originate, while the point E 
which they touch the Life line will give the age. one 
a number of small lines from Mount Venus, cutting the 
Life line, indicate worries from friends; a Chance line 
from the Life line to Mount Venus, terminating in a Star, 
will tell of the sudden death of a relative. 

These instances are not mentioned as being in any way 
a full list of Chance or Worry lines, but only as an illus- 
tration as to how such lines are dealt with in actual 
practice, and the method adopted in reading them. 


CHAPTER IX 
THE PROFESSIONS 


Ir is impossible to be certain, from the hand, what pro- 
fession or occupation your subject may follow—but the 
type of hand will show you for what walk in life he or she 
is best fitted. That is as far as you can go. I give 
herewith a number of typical hands, taken from life, with 
an indication of the profession for which the person was 
best suited. They must tell their own story. 

Business Hand: Thumb large and long—line of Head 
straight, finger tips square, with Mercury Mount well 
developed, and Mercury finger long and square, 

Accountant: Mount of Mercury strong—good line of 
Apollo and Saturn— Second Knots well developed, and 
strong Thumb. i 

Architect: Square fingers—a good line of Apollo, and a 
good line of Saturn—with Mount Mercury strong. 

The Law: A good finger of Jupiter—Mounts of Jupiter 
and Mercury well developed— Thumb turned out with 
its second phalanx long and broad, and first phalanx of 
Mercury long—good lines of Head, Saturn and Apollo. 
Solicitor : Tips square. Two knots on fingers—medium- 

sized hands—nails inclined to be short and broad, with 
Saturn finger and Mount well developed. Thumb 
strong, Mercury finger and Mount strong. 

The Navy: Hand generally as Army, with the addition 
of a strong Luna, and the Line of Life spreading well 
out into the palm at its base—showing travel by water. 

The Army: The hand large, strong Thumb, with first 
phalanx well developed—the Mounts of Mars high— 
good lines of Saturn and Apollo, with Square or spatulate 
Tips—fingers normal length. 

The Clergy: A good first finger, Mount of Jupiter well 
developed, also Mounts Venus and Luna— ead line
